Within two hours after the government au- 
thorities had been apprised yesterday after- 
noon of a $10,000 defaication in the Hamilton 
National bank, 80 La Salle street, Charles 
H. Thornton, 5409 Calumet avenue, note tell- 
er at the Institution, and William W. Baker, 
1580 Carroll avenue, were on their way to 
the Cook county jell to await a preliminary 
examination on a charge of embezzling the 
funds of the bank. 

The men were arrested as they were leav- 
ing their stations at the bank by Deputy 
United States Marshals C. T. Donovan and 
C. J. Righeimer, and were taken before 
United States Commissioner Cc. A. Buell. 
Their bonds were fixed at $10,000 at the sug- 
gestion of Assistant District Attorney R. W. 
Childs, and the men were given half an hour 
in which to find bondsmen. 

When they failed in this attempt they were 
taken to the jail to await arrangements for 
a preliminary hearing before United States 
Commissioner Mark A. Foote. 

High Living Cause of Downfall. 

High living and a fast life are said to be 
the explanation of the downfall of the young 
men, who have been employed at the bank 
since ite organization four years ago. This 
explanation was given by the prisoners to 
the attorney for the government to whom 
they acknowledge that nearly $10,000 of the 
funds of the bank had deen taken by use 
of cashier's checks, altered certificates of 
deposits, and false entries in the records of 
the bank. 

Manipulation of Records. 

The defalcations, which are attributed by 
officials of the bank to the manipulation of 
the bank records by Thornton, are said to 
extend over a period of several months. 
Baker, occupying a less important position 
in the Institution, is not believed to have, 
planned the theft of money from the bank.

Thornton, and is thought to have — 3 
knowledge of the acts of his companion. 
Late in the afternoon Attorney B. V. 
Becker informed District Attorney Sims that 
a defalcation had been discovered at the 
bank. Assistant Robert W. Childs was as- 
signed to the case, and after listening to the 
story of the attorney decided to cause war- 
rants to be issued for the arrest of the men. 


Auditor Discovers Pilferings. 

W. T. Perkins, assistant cashier at the 
bank, informed the authorities that the au- 
ditor of the bank had made an examination 
of the books of the bank Tuesday and had 
become suspicious that something was 
wrong. 

Further investigation disclosed, according 
to Mr. Perkins, that Thornton, believed to 
have been assisted by Baker, had taken what 
was discovered to be $9,000 of the funds of 
the institution within a few months. Mr. 
Perkins was taken before United States 
Commissioner Buell and he signed a com- 
plaint charging the men with embezzling the 
funds of a national bank while employed as 
clerks. Warrants for the men were then 
igsued and they were arrested. 


Both Men Are Bonded. 

In speaking of the case Mr. Perkins said: 
“The bank will suffer no loss. Both men 
are bonded by the American Surety company. 
The bond of Thornton is for $10,000 and that 
of Baker $5,000. The exact amount taken by 
the men has not been learned, but we knew 
before the arrest that at least $9,000 had been 
taken within a short time. 

„ do not understand why Thornton should 
have taken the money. He lived well and 
dressed well, but was unmarried and had a 
salary of $1,500. 

“We understand that Baker learned of 
the actions of Thornton and was given a 
part “of the money by him.” 


Deny Woman Is in Case. 
After their interview with the government 
officiale it was alleged that one of the clerks 
had said his taste for high living and expen- 
sive suppers was due to his infatuation for 
a woman, but Mr. Perkins said he did not 
believe the statement was correct: While he 
would not make the assertion, it is thought 
the bank officials suspect the money was 
lost in speculation on the stock market and 
with this idea in mind, investigation will 
be taken up today to ascertain, if possible, if 
either of the clerks had transactions with 
any stock brokers. 
When asked if the money had been used in 
this way, neither of the arrested men would 
give a direct answer, simply saying that the 
funds had been spent. 
None of the other clerks of the institution 
are under suspicion in connection with the 
peculationa, and it is not thought the pilfer- 
ings by Thornton and Baker extend over 8 
period greater than four or five months. 


Uses Memorandum Notes. 
According to the federal authorities, the 
embezzlement began with the taking of a 
temporary loan which was recorded by mem- 
orandum note and was followed by fictitious 
certificates of deposit and false entries in the 
books. Officials of the bank have suspected 
that the records were not correct, but it wae 
not until the recent routine examination by 
the auditor of the bank that facts were dis-

ecuted his will ‘in April, 1905.. The witness 
thought the codicil indicated Thaw displayed 
symptoms shown by persons who belonged to 
the melancholic insanity up, but he ex- 
plained that a person might belong to that 
group at one time and speedily so alter as not 
to belong to it any more. 

After a good deal of sparring between the 
witness and the district attorney, Dr. Evan 
declared he thought Thaw was not demented 
at present, though he had not sufficient data 
on which to express an expert opinion. 

In the course of his cross ination of 
Dr. Evans Mr. Jerome announ he would 
call Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton for the pros- 
ecution. Dr. Hamilton examined Thaw in 
the Tombs some months ago at the request of 
the lawyers for the defense and it was ex- 
pected that he would appear as a witness for 
Thaw. It was reported subsequently that he 
had had a falling out with the Thaw counsel 
and would not appear in the case. It is 
credibly stated that Dr. Hamilton is of the 
opinion that Thaw was insane at the time he 
examined him and he is insane at the present 
time. 

Should he testify that he bellevés the de- 
feridant now to be of unsound mind the dis- 
trict attorney would probably have sufficient 
ground for asking the court to appoint a com- 
mission in lunacy. 

Mr. Delmas announced today that the de- 
fense would conclude its case this week. 
This, however, was upon the assumption that 
the district attorney would conclude his 
cross examinations of Drs. Evans and Wag- 
ner today. Mr. Jerome did not even finish 
with Dr. Evans and he will be recalled to- 
morrow morning. 


Mrs. Thaw Recalled by Jerome.

NEW WORLD’S BUTTER RECORD; 
HOLSTEIN-FRIESAN COW QUEEN 


Official Test Ghows a Yield of 5,326 
Pounds of Milk and 260.5 Pounds 
of Butter in Sixty Days. 


Fond du Lac, Wis., Feb, 27.—[Special. }— 
In a sixty day test, just rompleted, under 
the personal supervision of a representative 
of the Wisconsin experiment station, a Hol- 
stein-Friesan cow owned by W. J. Gillett 
has broken the world's butter record by forty 
pounds. The official test shows 5,326.7 pounds 
of milk and 260.5 pounds of butter. The 
cow gave birth to a calf Dec. 19 and the test 
was commenced on the fifth day, ot her period 
of lactation: The test was continued for 
sixty-four days, during which period every 
milking was watched, the quantity of milk 
weighed, and samples taken and tested by a 
representative of the experiment station. 

The phenomenal yield was such that Supt. 
M. H. Gardner of the advanced registry or- 
dered two separate retests, the first of which 
was for twenty-four hours and the second 
forty-eight hours, during which time addi- 
tional representatives were sent from the 
experiment station. The cow was under con- 
stant supervision day and night to preclude 
any possibility of fraud. The best day in 
milk was 106 pounds. The best day in but- 
ter 5.74 pounds. 

Mr. Gillett has just bought back a son of 
this cow for $1,000, the transaction being 
closed before the .gsults of the test were 
announced.

The board of education last nicht v 
ask the city counell for 8 . 
purposes out of the tax levy of 1907. 

This estimate of the financial thirst of the 
board, which is almost double the higheaet 
estimate ever before made by the Chicago 
school board, was coupled with the annual 
budget against the tax levy of 1906, which 
becomes available April 1. 

The annual budget cleared up all mystery 
surrounding the financial administration of 
the present board. The budget showed that 
the board will be unable to build any new 

during the coming year, as it will 
take within §4,000 of the total amount avail- 
able for building purposes to meet the Ma- 
bilities on contracts for buildings now in 
process of erection. 

It showed that during the last year the 
board not only has exhausted the balance of 
$1,263,000 which was on hand in the building 
account at the beginning last year, but 
that it has now on hand a in this 
account of only $389,578. 

This balance, which is the st found 
in the building account in ten years, is 
counted in the $2646,008 ‘total, which must 
be spent almost wholly to for buildings 
already in process of e ction. 


Deficit in Educational Fund. 


The budget also shows the deficit in the 
educational fund to be $222,726. Owing to 
the unprecedented expenditures during the 
last year, the budget shows that the finance 
committee.was able to appropriate against 
only $10,528,906 for the year 1907. 

The sum against which appropriations were 
made in the 1906 budget was $11,467,061. The 
shrinkage is explained by the absence of a 
balance worth mentioning in the building 
fund and a larger deficit than last year in the 
educational fund. 

The amount appropriated for teachers’ sal- 
aries for 1907 is $4,869,000 as against $4,570,000 
last year. 

The request made to the city council for 
over $23,000,000 next year was the surprise 
of the meeting. It is the custom for schoo! 
boards annually to make an estimate of the 
amount that will be required for school 
purposes from the tax levy of the current 
year. 

Although this tax levy does not become 
Avallable until the following year—the 1907 
tax levy becoming available in April, 1908, 
for use in that year, and the 1906 levy be- 
coming available next April to meet the 
1907 expenses—the board makes a practice

The estimate was adopted by the board 
without a dissenting vote. It was as fol-

For all purposes last year the board had 
only $11,467,061. The estimate made last 
year was a little more than $13,000,000. The 
largest amount ever before asked for build- 
ing purposes out of the tax levy is $2,600,000, 
and for educational purposes $6,317,078. 

With less money to appropriate against this 
year than last, owing to the deficits and in- 


-ereased liabilities, the board made a sub- 


stantial increase in the appropriation for 
teachers’ salaries, the increase voted being 


8290, 000. 


The committee reported that there ts avall- 
able for building purposes for the year 1907 
a total of ‘$2,546,003.02. Against this total 
the sum of $2,542,500 is appropriated for the 
completion of school buildings started last 
year. 

The committee explains as follows: 

“Of this amount it is estimated that about 
$200,000 will not be required on account of 
these contracts during 1907, as building oper- 
ations on some of these buildings will extend 
into the year 1908. The available balance 
will provide for salary charges against the 
building account.” 

It was pointed out that this plan of taking 
the salary funds out of the money which will 
be required to complete new buildings will 
mean a liability against the 1908 tax levy. 


Counts Unhatched Chicks. 


For educational purpeses the finance com- 
mittee reported that there ie available for 
the current year $7,907,716. In this total is 


included $380,688, which the board claims 18 


due from the State street leaseholders for 
increases in rentals during 19056, 1906, and 
1907. This money, it is admitted, however, 
may not become available during the present 
year, if ever, as the matter is being contested 
in the courts. With the money the board 
expects to receive through the litigation over 
these leases eliminated, the total sum availa- 
ble for the educational account is placed at 
$6,543,940. In making its apportionment the

BIG RAIL SPRIKE PENDING 


QUESTION AFFECTING 50,000 MEN 
GOES TO VOTE OF EMPLOYSS. 


f— — — 


Refusal of Managers of Forty-two 
Western Roads to Grant 15 Per 
Cent Increase Cause of Rupture— 
Demand for Eight Hour Day Settled 
by Comypromise—200 Brotherhood 
Representatives Leave Chicage te 
Distribute Ballota, 


Danger of a great railroad strike, spreading 
over the west and involving more than 50,000 
train employés, became evident last night 
when negotiations finally were broken off 
between general managers of forty-two rail 
roads and committees representing the con- 
ductors, brakemen, flagmen, and baggage- 
men on these lines. 

It was announced by the union. brother- 
hoods that a vote on the question of a strike 
will be taken at once. It is expected the re- 
sult will be known in fifteensdays. 

Acting under orders from Grand Master 
P. H. Morrissey of the trainmen’s brother- 
hood and Grand Chief A. B. Garretson of the 
Order of Railway Conductors, 200 men start- 


ed out from Chicago at midnight to distribute 


strike ballots in every railroad center in the 
west. The voting will be conducted by 
lodges. 

Would Leave Strike to Officials. 

The question upon which the train em- 
ployés will vote will be substantially ae 
follows: 

Are you prepared to go to any extremii- 
ty to enforce your demands, and place the 
matter in charge of the grand officers of the 
brotherhoods?” 

Grand Master Morrissey said.an affirma- 
tive vote would not necessarily mean an im- 
mediate strike, but that the actual decision 
in calling a strike will rest with himeelf and 
other officials. He refused to foretell serious 
or widespread trouble. 

Chicago railroad managers took a similarly 
optimistic view, expressing regret at the same 
time that, after four weeks of continuous dis- 
cussion between the conferees, it had been 
impossible to reach an amicable agreement. 

The breach between the roads’ and em- 
ployés’ committees was not entirely unex- 
pected, at least by the men. Matters prac- 
tically reached a breaking point in the wage 
conference Thureday night, when road 
managers sent an ultimatum to representa- 
tives of the brotherhoods. One or two con- 
ferences after that did not alleviate the sit- 
uation. 

Wages Cause of Rupture. 

The disagreement which led to the rupture 
is concerned principally with wages. Rail- 
roads consistently this year have increased 
the pay of thousands of employés of various 
clasees. They were not willing to make the 
strong advance of 15 per cent demanded by 
the conductors and trainmen. 

Instead of this figure it is said the roads 
offered to raise the pay of employés on freight 
trains about 10 per cent. Passenger conduct- 
ors and brakemen were tendered an increase 
of Tpercent. The average advance proposed 
by the roads amounted to about 8 per cent. 

At the last moment, it is said, representa- 
tives of the employés agreed to compromise 
on an advance of 10 per cent for all trainmen. 
This was not acceptable to the roads. 

On one point only, the readjustment of a 
schedule of working hours, did both sides 
agree. The men waived their demand foran 
eight hour day and accepted the substitute of 
nine hours with pro rata pay for overtime on 
certain runs. 

The close relationship of the four railway 
brotherhoods means that, in event of a strike, 
practically all railroad men in the west would 
participate.

The witness 
thought the codicil indicated Thaw displayed 
symptoms shown by persons who belonged to 
the melancholic insanity group, but he ex- 
plained that a person might belong to that 
group at one time and speedily so alter as not 
to belong to it any more. 

After a good deal of sparring between the 
witness and the district attorney. Dr. Evan 
declared he thought Thaw was not demented 
at present, though he had not sufficient data 
on which to express an expert opinion. 

In the course of his cross examination of 
Dr. Evans Mr. Jerome announced he would 
call Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton for the pros- 
ecution. Dr. Hamilton examined Thaw in 
the Tombs some months ago at the request of 
the lawyers for the defense and it was ex- 
pected that he would appear as a witness for 
Thaw. It was reported subsequently that he 
had had a falling out with the Thaw counsel 
and would not ap in the case. It is 
credibly stated tha . Harnilton is of the 
opinion that Thaw was insane at the time he 
examined him and he is insane at the present 
time. 

Should he testify that e believes the de- 
fendant now to be of uns und mind the dis- 
trict attorney would probably have sufficient 
ground for asking the court to appoint a com- 
mission in lunacy.

He became more affec- 
tlonate after her father’s death in 1004, and 
about four months before her mother’s death 
and fourteen months after her father had 
died she yielded to him. 

I loved him and he said he loved me. He

Fand had confidence in him, and felt that he

When she realized her condition she spoke 
to Bywaters and he suggested a criminal 
operation. She h no idea what such an 
operation meant 4nd she did not know any- 
thing else to-do. Finally she consented and 
early in October she went to Washington.

It was then 
too late to see a doctor, so they went to a 
hotel, where they passed the night, and the 
next day went to a doctor's office and she 
was operated on.

NEW WORLD’S BUTTER RECORD; 
HOLSTEIN-FRIESAN COW QUEEN 


Official Test Ghows a Yield of 5,326 
Pounds of Milk and 260.56 Pounds 
of Butter in Sixty Days. 


Fond du Lac, Wis., Feb, 27.—[Special.}— 
In a sixty day test, ju mpleted, under 
the personal supervision of a representative 
of the Wisconsin experiment station, a Hol- 
stein-Friesan cow owned by W. J. Gillett 
has broken the world's butter record by forty 
pounds. The official test shows 5,326.7 pounds 
of milk and 260.5 pounds of butter. The 
cow gave birth to a calf Dec. 19 and the test 
was commenced on the fifth day,of her period 
of lactation: The test was continued for 
sixty-four days, during which period every 
milking was watched, the quantity of milk 
weighed, and samples taken and tested by a 
representative of the experiment station. 

The phenomenal yield was such that Supt. 
M. H. Gardner of the advanced registry or- 
dered two separate retests, the first of which 
was for twenty-four hours and the second 
forty-eight hours, during which time addi- 
tional representatives were sent from the 
experiment station. The cow was under con- 
stant supervision day and night to preclude 
any possibility of fraud. The best day in 
milk was 106 pounds. The best day in but- 
ter 5.74 pounds. 

Mr. Gillett has just bought back a son of 
this cow for $1,000, the transaction being 
closed before the results of the test were 
announced. |

During the greater part of this time he has 
been in the habit of doing Fitzgerald's work 
whenever the latter has been ill or has taken 
a vacation, and has been considered the 
logical man for promotion to Fitsgerald’s 
position whenever there should be a va- 
camcy. 

To a reporter for THe TRIBUNE, who called 
on him last evening at his residence, 3440 
South Paulina street, Mr. Lock gave the 
above fact as the reason for his being selected 
for Fitzgerald's work, declaring insistently 
that he has no knowledge and has formed no 
theories in regard to the robbery, or the pos-

*I have received orders from the men in 
charge, he said, not to discuss this mat- 
ter, and I’m not going to.

Experience Has Been a Strain. 

Mr. Lock's appearance and manner tended 
to discount his remark that he was not 
bothéring-his head about the robbery. Like 
all the other employés, he showed that the 
experience of the last few days has been a 
strain. 

He said as much later in the conversation. 

„It's a terrible thing.“ he exclaimed, 
throwing one leg over the arm of his chair 
and rocking to and fro. I'm mighty sorry 
for Boldenweck. It's pretty hard on a new 
man to have a thing like thet happen. And 
it’s hard on the rest of us, too. Of course, 
we're all concerned, and will be till the thing’s 
cleared up. Yes, yes, it's a bad affair. But I'm 
not going to talk about that, you know.” 


Is Trustee of Church. 
Mr. Lock had just come home from at- 
tending prayer meeting at the Paulina Street 
Methodist church, which is two blocks from 
his home. He has been a member of the 
church for nearly twenty years, and is now 
one of the church trustees. 

Here he is evidéntly a leader. During the 
course of the prayer meeting he offered pray- 
er, gave a brief testimony, and joined hearti- 
1 im the hymms. At the close of the meeting 
he spent fifteen minutes in conversation with 
his fellow church members, shaking hands 
with every one of the score or more who 
were present, and talking with them eagerly 
about the church work. He is highly re- 
spected. 

From the church to his house, a little story 
and a half brick cottage, he was accompanied 
by two gray haired men who had occupied 
front seats at the meeting. Lock chatted 
with them banteringly about their home af- 
fairs, for all the world like a country parson 
with the “pillars” of his flock. 

“ This is my interest, outside of my work.“ 
he said, smilingly. ‘“‘ I've been a Mason for 
many years, but I’ve only reached the fourth 
degree, and I imagine I'll never go any 
higher. I haven't much time for outside in- 
terests.

CHICAGO’S NOT BIGGEST THEFT 


New Orleans Subtreasury Once Looted 
ot $675,325—Total Losses in 
Years Reach $1,482,916. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—[Special. }— 
Serious as is the loss suffered by the Chicago 
subtreasury, it is not the largest that hae 
occurred from other subtreasuries of the 
United States

EGG CORNER IS SHATTERED 
BY FURTHER PRICE DECLINE. 


Unprecedented Receipts in Chicago of 
Fresh Supply Prove Effectual Blow 
to the “Trust.” 


Unprecedented activity on the part of in- 
dustrious hens in territory tributary to Chi- 
cago has put the finishing touches to the ill 
starred egg corner exploited recently. 
If any doubt remained as to the trust 
having been effectually “ bysted.“ the action 
of the market yesterday, when prices de- 
clined 2 cents, following a drop of 4 cents 
Monday and Tuesday, settled the matter. 

Strictly fresh eggs sold yesterday at 20 to 
22 cents a dozen at wholesale, as against 26 
to 28 cents a dozen on Saturday. This means 
that frugal housewives who have been pay- 
ing extravagantly high prices for eggs should 
now be able to get the best eggs at about 25 
cents a dozen. Wholesalers maintain re- 
tallers can sell eggs at that price. 

The most pleasing feature of the situation 
to cofsumers, however, is the fact that there 
was probably never a time when there was 
the certainty of obtaining absolutely untaint- 
ed eggs as at present. Storage stocks have 
been unusually well cleaned up. Dealers say 
the percentage of stale eggs is the smallest 
ever known. 

Big receipts of fresh eggs upset calcula- 
tions of some shrewd speculators who were 
depending upon an exhaustion of storage sup- 
plies and light arrivals to ald the movement 
in boosting prices. Some larger dealers be- 
lieve that a further drop in values is to be 
expected.

Then there was the pension. An operator, 
after thirty years of continued and faithful 
service, is entitled to a pension of $2.08 a 
week. Thus, if a girl *’ decided to enter the 
service when 65 years old, she could look 
forward to the pleasant prospect of a pension 
when 95, providing, of coul se, she succeeded 
in overcoming the popular prejudice aguinst 
„hello girls who are dangerously near 
the century mark. There is another pension, 
amounting to a little more than 83 a week, 
which is earned by forty years of service. 
This pension, in the case cited, would be 
earned at the age of 105 years. 

The French people, according to Mr. Bur- 
gess, have become so disgusted with the 
service, in spite of these Utopian provisions, 
that they have formed an vvganization, the 
sole object of which is to gat tolerable serv- 
ice. The organization issues a monthly pub- 
lication which devotes all of its pace to 
“knocking "’ the telephone service and of- 
clals who permit it. In this publication the 
American service is held up as an example 
of what could be done in France under other 
conditions. 

Another civil service regulation that prob- 
ably would elicit a mild protest from ftele- 
phone girls of Chicago is that of the French 
government which prohibits a girl from mar- 
fying without the consent of the superin- 
tendent in charge of her departments Even 
with this consent, she cannot marry a police- 
man. Just why this discrimination against 
the police did not appear. 


Great Loss in London System, 


The balance sheets of the London exchange 
of the British system, said Mr. Burgess, 
showed what would appear to be a profit of 
$48,240. As only 8 per cent of the income had 
been set aside for depreciation, he said a 
correct deduction on the result of the year’s 
business would show that the telephones had 
been operated at a great loss. 

He told of an expérience in making a call 
from London to Edinburg. The instruments 
in these places being absolutely different, 
he said, made it practically impossible to get 
any kind ofeervice. - 

“The girls calle? each other all sorts of 
names, each declaring that the wires of the 
other company were to blame,“ said Mr. 
Burgess. I cannot repeat what they said, 
but I am sure no legislation will prevent re- 
currences Of this incident s6 long as there 
are two forms of instruments. No law can 
bridle a woman's tongue.“ 

In every country named rates were lower 
than in the United States But the service, 
said Mr. Burgess, was so much lower corre- 
spondingly that there was no comparison. 
Rates in Germany, for instance, range from 
$86 a year for villages, where there are 500 
subscribers, to $43.20 in cities of 20,000 or more 
population. 


Mayor Has Only Self to Blame. 


A peculiar phase of this report is that 
Mayor Dunne has only himself to blame for 
this exposé of municipally owned systems. 
When Mr. Burgess appeared before the com- 
mittee some weeks ago and volunteered to 
make the report the committee believed the 
necessary $400 might be better spent. Mayor 
Dunne, however, said the conditions in 
Europe, where municipal and government 
ownership prevailed, ought to be placed be- 
fore the committee.

Bookkeepers Repel Inference That 
Their Own Employers Were

bers of the Iilinols Institute of Accountants 
which went on record Monday as being op- 
posed to the falsification of financial state- 
ments.

The one thing the police are endeavoring to 
obtain more than the conviction of Tate or 
a charge of safe blowing. is a bundle of papers 
taken from the safe on ‘the night it was 
dlown. These papers, accord'ng to an assist- 
ant states attorney from Peoria county; 
who was in the city assisting in the investi- 
gation of Tate's record, contained evidence 
upon which four officials of Peoria could 
have been convicted as accornplices of Dough- 
erty. It was to save them that Douzherts 
is believed to have hired Tate to blow the 
safe and get the papers while both were pris- 
oners in the penitentiary at Joliet. 


Tate’s Arrest Due to Chance. 

The arrest of Tate, which may result in a 
new upheaval in Peoria, was largely the 
result of chance. Complaint was made to 
the police that the residence of John G. 
Flynt, 8789 Indiana avenue, had been robbed 
some weeks ago. The burglar had not been 
seen, but the loot was traced to New York. 
Later a man was found disposing of some 
of the proceeds of the burglary. He was 
arrested by the New York police and Chief 
Collins was notified. 

Detective Conick, who was sent to New 
York for him, recognised Tate. They re- 
turned to Chicago early in the morning, 
when. it was discovered that he was the 
prisoner who had been released on parole 
from Joliet only a few days before the blow- 
ing of the safe at Peoria. A little further 
investigation. developed the fact that Tate 
had not only been a cellmate of Dougherty ’s, 
but had worked with him on records of the 
penitentiary. 

It was about this time that friends of 
Dougherty began to make efforts to obtain 
his release on parole. When news of this 
reached the public, there was such a storm 
of criticism that the plan was abandoned. 
It was said, however, that Déugherty sug- 
gested that Tate be paroled instead. 

While these developments were taking 

lace at the penitentiary, preparations were

BUTTE EMPLOYERS BEGIN WAR 
TO FORCE UNIONS TO REASON. 


Senator Clark Abolishes Street Car 
Transfers—More Men to Be Laid Off 
Gradually in the Mines. 


Butte, Mont., Feb. 27.—[Special.J—As the 
first move in a concerted plan to force the 
unions to reduce their wage demands, it is 
believed, Senator Clark’s street railway today 
ordered the abolishment of all transfers. Full 
fare is’ charged on all lines. Miners and 
other laborers, who constitute 75 per cent 
of the population, will be the chief sufferers. 

Other retaliatory measures on the part of 
employers are expected shortly, as it is con- 
sidered highly probable that they have agreed 
on such a policy. 

More men besides the 8,000 laid off yester- 
day are to be told their services will be dis- 
pensed with temporarily in the mines. 

Onty those actually employed in extracting 
ore are retained. The general impression is 
that these forces, too, will be gradually re- 
duced until all the mines are closed and that 
they will be kept closed until the labor unions 
give in. 

Committees from the Great Falls and Ana- 
conda smelters will wait on John Ryan, man- 
aging director of the Amalgamated, on Fri- 
day, to demand a 50 cents a day increase. 
Smelter men now get $8 and 83.80 à day. It 
is certain the demands will not be granted.

SAYS ZEIGLER MINE IGNORED 
COLLIERY LAWS OF STATE. 


Inspector Taylor Testifies at Trial of 
Joseph Leiter, Charged with Crim- 
inal Negligence—Ownership an Issue.

PAPAL DOCUMENTS SEIZED 
MAY REVEAL MORE SECRETS. 


Further Publications in Paris Expect- 
ed—First Published Relates Only to 
Abbe Jouin/Prosecution. 


PARIS, Feb. T.— The facts revealed in the 
correspondence seized at the papal nuncia- 


ture here, after the expulsion of Mgr. Mon- 


tagnini, secretary of the nunciature, and 
published in the Messidor yesterday, only 
pertain to documents used in the prosecu- 
tion of the Abbe Jouin. Further publications 
are expected shortly. 

The diplomatic archives of the nunciature 
previous to the rupture between France and 
the vatican were. turned over this afternoon 
by M. Gavarry, representing the foreign of- 
fice, to Couneilor Nemes von Hidveg, of the 
Austro-Hungarian embassy, by whom they 
will be placed in the hands ot Maitre Boyer, 
counse) for Mer. Montagnini, who will for- 
ward them to Rome or to Brussels. 

No official verification of the documents 
was made, the Austrian official saying that 
his government decHned to assume any re- 
sponsibility in the matter and was simply 
acting as an intermediary for the return of 
the documents to thechurch. 

Revelations Declared False. 

ROME; Feb. 27.—An official note published 
in the Observatore Romano declared that 
the alleged revelations contained in the doc- 
uments seized at the papal nunciature in 
Paris, as printed by the Messidor, are false, 
especially those concerning the ecclesiastics 
enjoying the confidence of the holy see.

South Bend Woman Still Mourning 
Death of Second Husand Starts to 
Rejoin First in Michigan. 


South Bend, Ind., Feb. 27.—After making 
an Enoch Arden of her first husband, Etta 
Harrison today learned that she had unwit- 
tingly lived in polyandry for several months, 
and, still mourning the death of her second 
husband, at once started to rejoin her first 
husband, long thought lost In Alaska. 

Richard Harrison left his bride in South 
Bend fifteen years ago and departed for 
Alaska to hunt gold. After leaving Seattle, 
he failed to communicate with his wife. She 
heard that he had died; and mourned her 
logs. 

A year ago Mrs. Harrison was married to 
Arthur Parry. Shortly after this wedding 
Harrison returned to South Bend with con- 
siderable money and disguised to surprise his 
wife.

Four months ago Parry died. News of this 
death reached Harrison a week ago. He spent 
several days preparing to receive his wife, 
and today telegraphed her to come at once 
to rejoin her long lost husband. 

Joyful, even in her widow's weeds, Mrs. 
Harrison took the first train to Michigan, 
refusing to give her exact destination. 


AGED 86; GIVES WIFE POISON? 


Supposed Insane Man on Trial in Kala- 
mazoo—Fights Officer in the 
Courtroom. 


Kalamazoo, Mich., Feb. 27.—[Special.]— 
After assaulting an officer during his hearing 
in the Probate court this afternoon, Francis 
Raynes, aged 86 years, was hustled struggling 
to jail, where he was incarcerated pending a 
decision as to his sanity. Raynes, whose 
white hair falls over his shoulders, but who 
still is vigorous, is charged with having at- 
tempted to poison his wife and daughter, 
Alice, with strychnine. 

According to the testimony today, Raynes 
a few days ago went to drug stores in Kala- 
mazoo and the village of Oshtemo, and, giv- 
ing the name of Francis Huggett, got strych- 
nine.

BILL WHICH HITS WOMEN. 


American Girl Who Marries. Foreignu- 
er Can Only Regain Citizenship 
When Marriage Terminates and 
When She Makes Proper Applica- 
‘tlon—Five Years’ Residence Abroad 
Limit—After That No Man Can 
Claim Rights in This Country. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—[Special.}]— 
The senate today passed the expatriation bill, 
fixing the status of American women who 
marry foreigners and foreign women who 
marry Americans. In the latter case the cit- 
izenship of the wife is retained as long as she 
continues to live in the United States. An 
American woman Fan regain her citizenship 
after her marriage with a foreigner termi- 
nates and she makes the proper application. 

The bill provides that a naturalized citisen 
who goes abroad and resides for five years 
shall be presumed to have abandoned his 
American.citizenship. It authorizes the issu-

GUN RACKS BROKEN OPEN. 


Capt. Macklin Testifies as to Condi- 
tions at the Penrose Court 
Martial. 


San Antonio, Tex., Feb. 27.—[{Special.}— 
Capt. Edgar Macklin of the Twenty-fifth 
infantry was the principal witness today 
fn the Penrose court martial. He admitted 
that the gun racks of company C were found 
broken open the night of the trouble. Capt. 
Macklin sent the patrols into the town or- 
dered by Maj. Penrose to bring in soldiers, 
and visited the town himself early in the 
evening in search of soldiers. He inspected 
the guard at after check roll call, and 
then went to bea In his home. He was not 
awakened until 1:15, after the shooting was 
over. 

He testified that next morning he picked 
up a number of empty army shells, one 
loaded cartridge, and a number of clips. in 
the road in the rear of HB company barracks. 
He showed them to Maj. Penrose and then 
placed them in a drawer in the quartery- 
master’s desk. 

Macklin’s testimony also brought out that, 
besides the Tate and Evans incidents, about 
which a great deal has-been said, there' were 
two other incidents in which negro soldiers 
ot his company were in collision with white 
men. He admitted that he and Maj. Penrose 
thought the soldiers were being unfairly 
treated.

It is the intention of the organization to 
rent a hall and have the members seatedin 
the same manner as the senators are 
in Washington and have a presiding officer, 
and the deliberations will be as nearly ike 
those in Washington as possible. 

Senator O. F. Berry of Carthage, III., ‘has 


accepted an invitation from the committee | 


to be present at the first meeting tomorrow 
night to organize the “‘ senate,” to tain 
the workings of law making bodies, to 
act as president of the senate, he having had 
this Se at Springfield for a number 
dt years. 

After a Roosevelt Now. 

The committee is now in search of 4 citizen 
of Aurora to represent Theodore Rooseyeit, 
and if any citizen recognizes in himself any 
of the characteristics that the president has, 
the committee would be glad to get him to 
act in the capacity of the president of the 
United States. He will be expected to send 
messages, and veto bills, and take such 
other action as will be for the best interests 
of the country. 

When the “senate” convenes one Of the 
first bills will be for the expulsion of 
United States Senator Reed Smoot (A. C. 
Van Patten). Although the Utah sen-

EDUCATE THE VOTERS. 
There ought not to be any occasion for 


fication of the traction ordinances. The 


cumstances might safely be left to the un- 
assisted common sense of the voters. They 
want, and they need, much better street 
car service, They have been demanding 
it for years. Now they can have it if they 
so desire.

But the conditions are such as to make 
an educational campaign in behalf of the 
ordinances expedient. The democratic 
party, haying fallen into bad hands, has 
announced that the ordinances must be de- 
feated in order that the men who have 
messed and muss d city affairs for the 
last two years may keep at it fer four 
years more.

Nothing but the ignorance of the 
voters can defeat a settlement of the trac- 
tion question next month, and it is the aim 
of the allied nonpartisan organizations to 
instruct the voters so that they may not 
be the dupes of the professional agitators.

PUBLIC EMPLOYMENT OFFICES. 

The last bulletin of the United States 
bureau of labor contains an analysis of 
the methods employed and the results ob- 
tained in the fifteen states which have 
pubiic employment offices, The term free 
employment offices, often applied, is a 
misnomer, since in many ¢ases a small fee 
is charged. The distinguishing feature is 
that they are under the control of the 
state or organized by virtue of state laws 
in twelve states, and by municipal action 
without express statute authorization in 
two states. In the one state where the 
experiment has been abandoned the office 
established was a state office. The term 
public employment office seems the best 
term by which to describe both state and 
municipal offices. 
The first public employment offices were 
established in Ohio in 1890 by five cities 
and were subsequently taken in ¢harge by 
the state. In Illinois the law passed in 
1899 was declared unconstitutional and. 4 
new law was passed in 1908. The first 
law remained a dead letter owing to the 
failure of the legislature to provide an 
appropriation, but after the features con- 
demued. by the Supreme court had been 
removed the amended law of 1903 was put 
into effect by a generous appropriation 
and in the opinion of the investigator of 
the bureau of labor Lllinois has now the 
best law. No other state except Connecti- 
eat has thus far been successful in ac- 
complishing the main purpose of the state 
employment office law. 

If there were no abuses in the manage- 
ment of private employment offices there 
would be no need of public employment 
offices. At the same time the private 
offices are capable of a differentiation of 
applicants which. is impossible in the pub- 
lie offices; and many of them have an es- 
tablished line of customers. The function 
of the public office is therefore in the first 
place to take a more active interest than 
private agencies do in finding work for 
those who apply, and secondly to control 
the work of private agencies either as a 
competitor or through supervisory powers 
conferred by statute and prevent high fees 
and other abuses. 

In Illinois the first function, that of se- 
curing work for applicants by active can- 
vassing and advertising, is performed bet- 
ter than elsewhere, because of the greater 
liberality of the state in the matter of 
appropriations for assistance and adver- 
tising. In many of the states there is only 
one person in charge of an office and he 
cannot leave his post to hunt up work; he 
can handle only such applications as come 
to him. One of the Chicago offices secured 
3.640 places for applicants in sixteen 
weeks in 1905, and has been increasingly 
successful as it has become more widely 
known. The other phase of the work has 
been no less successful. There are 260 pay 
agencies in Chicago. The competition of 
the free agencies has kept fees down to a 
reasonable figure, while the active inter- 
vention of the state bureau resulted in the 
year 1904 in 361 prosecutions of private 
agencies which were defrauding customers. 
In nearly every case conviction was se- 
cured and registration fees amounting to 
$3,522 were returned to the defrauded. 

The one case of abandonment of the 
free offices was in New York, and the 
failure was due primarily to insufficient 
support by the legislature and in part to 
vexatious regulations. Four states have 
the establishment of free ‘offices under 
consideration, and the result obtained in 
Illinois shows that if the matter is treated 
rightly there is great good in such a sys- 
tem. The results in the other states are 
encouraging in direct ratio to the money 
expended. . |

One rea- 
son for the . of various forms of 
mind cures and faith cures is the fact 
that many « have no existence out- 
side of the imagination of the patient, and 
a contro! of the imagination will result in 
a core. On the other band, many mani- 
festations of mental aberration are — 
pu physical causes. The family physi- 
N ‘po be ble oh when a sup- 
posedly physical disturbance’ is really 
mental and when a mental disturbance is 
physical in origin. He cannot always tell, 
because he has no opportunity of studying 
cases other than those which come to him 
in his practice, and which he often fails 
to recognize until too late to be of service. 

The only place where the general prac 
titioner can have the symptoms of insan- 
ity pointed out to Kim is in an insane asy- 
lum. A madieal student yisits hospitals 
to study the progress of other diseases. 
He dissects bodies in order to learn the 
construction of the human frame. If he 
ia refused admission to asylums an im- 
portant part of his medical training -s 
omitted. It is not enough that there 
should be insanity experts. When a pa- 
tient is so far advanced in insanity that 
he himself or his friends consult an ex- 
pert, a great deal of valuable time has 
been lost. The physician ought to be able 
to detect the symptoms of insanity before 
the patient or his family has a suspicion 
of it, and he ean do 80 only if he has the 
asylums open to him under proper regula- 
tions as freely as the hospitals. 

It is natural that under the influence of 
old fashioned ideas of insanity as a dis- 
grace or an irremeliable affliction the 
families of the insane should be sensitive 
and object to the observation of these 
eases. But legislators should be enlight- 
ened enough to know there is no disgrace 
in insanity any more than in chickenpox, 
and that the welfare of the whole state 
demands that there should be a more gen- 
eral knowledge of the symptoms of the 
disease and its causes and its cure. If 
the study of a case in the asylum by a 
young doctor is the means of keeping au- 
other man on the safe side of the dividing 
line between sane aud insane, nobody's 
feelings should be allowed to stand in the 
way. In the case of the medical fraternl- 
ty against the legislature, even if the leg- 
islature is. unanimons the doctors are 
right. With regulations which will keep 
out the curious and those who are not 
sufficiently advanced in their medical 
studies to profit by it, doctors and medica] 
students should be encouraged to visit the 
asylums and clinics should be held for 
them. eo

That the prince should wish tohave a home 
at Rome on his retirement is only natural, It 
was in the Eternal City that some of the hap- 
piest years of his life were spent, as ambas- 
sador to the court of King Humbert. His 
wife is an Italian, Princess Camporeale, while 
his mother-in-law, of whom he is extremely 
fond, and who always spends a portion of the 
year with him, is one of the most brilliant 
and clever women in Europe, whose salon at 
Rome enjoys an international. fame, and 
who, known as Dona Laura Minghetti, is the 
widow of Premier Minghetti, one of the prin- 
cipal authors of the triple alliance. She is 
by birth a Miss Acton, a member of that fa- 
mous Anglo-Italian family which has played 
so great a role in the history of Italy during 
the last hundred years, and which has in- 
cluded among its members her uncle, Cardi- 
nal Acton, the statesman, and her three 
brothers, who each of them have held the 
rank of admiral and of minister of the Ital- 
fan navy, and ot which the present Lord 
Acton is the chief. Dona Laura as a young 
girl was engaged for a time to the late Lord 
Granville, but the match was broken off on 
account of religious differences, .and she 
married, en premiéres noces; the late Prince 
Camporeale. 

With regard to the Villa Malta, it would be 
dimoulu to find a more charming residence 
anywhere in the Eternal City. It derives its 
name from the fact of its occupying the site 
of the former residence of the grand master 
of the sovereign order of Malta and of St. 
John of Jerusalem at Rome, and was for « 
number of years the home of King Louis I. 
of Bavaria after the latter had been driven 
to abandon his throne and abdicate his crown 
on account of his intimacy with the notor- 
lous Lola Montes, who died in penury in this 
country. 

— 

Situated on the southern declivity of the 
Pincio, the grounds are entirely sheltered 
from public view by high, tvy covered walls. 
and by hedges of roses nearly 80 feet high. 
Yet from the terraces built on each floor, and 
still more from the tower, whole of Rome, 
most of the Campagna, the Alban and Sabine 
hills, and even the Mediterranean are viel- 
ble. At the gate stands a porter's lodge, 
from which a circuitous carriage drive leads 
through the gardens, nearly three acres in 
extent, under palms, orange and pomegra- 
nate trees and bamboos, to the chief entrance. 
The ceiling of the grand hall is in the Ital- 
lan renaissance style, and in keeping with 
the scheme of the polished marble floors be- 
low, and possesses the peculiarity being 
adjustable to any height preferre@ by the 
occupier of the palace, an ingenious mechan- 
ism in the tower allowing it to be raised or 
lowered at will. The whole hall is wainscot- 
ed to a height of at least twenty feet with 
magnificent polished walnut paneling, and 
above it and around! the gallery runs a broad 
band of: woven gray silk of simple design. 
The chimneypiece of this hall is a superb one. 
of massive sculptured marble, and formerly 
adorned the Altempo palace. 

Space forbids detailed description of the 
palace, but a word must be said of the. bea u- 
tiful agate stove in the boudoir. The dining 
room overlooks the main entrance. Ceiling, 
paneling, and sideboard are of, the best Eng- 
lish modern workmanship, while the space 
between the paneling and the ceiling is hung 
with tan colored pigskin, on which are af- 
fixed choice plates of Hispano-Moorigh and 
oriental manufacture. The ceiling termi- 
nates in a frieze inlaid with plaques of old 
blue Nankin. Three of the four corners of 
the rooms are covered with old Italian tapes- 
try in perfect preservation. On the sideboard 
stand the principal pieces of a lovely Sevres 
porcelain service of light green and gold.

More admirable, if possible, than the per- 
fection of the villa as a residence, and the 
exceptional beauty of its contents, is the 
order reigning everywheré. Fach object is 
numbered. Every key of every door bears 
its number of wrought iron, and every apart- 
ment has its small armoire, with a list of 
keys which should hang there. The passages 
and corridors are all paneled in Spanish 
beech, and the floors, when not of marble, are 
made of Majolica tiles of various designs. 
Not a speck of dust is to be seen, not even in 
the stables, where the walls, lined with mar- 
ble to a height of ten feet, would bear com“ 
parison with those of many a salon. 

The chief feature of the place, however, is 
the profusion of climbing roses, of which 
there are more than 1,500 varieties. At every 
angle of the villa large pillars of climbing 
roses ascend around an iron support to the 
roof, and every spring and until autumn the 
whole place is a center of floral color and 
fragrance. King Louis spent 2 immense 
amount of money on the place, and when it, 
after his death, was purchased by Count Bo- 
brinski, the Russian sugar refiner and beet 
sugar king, he filled it from cellar to garret 
with art treasures. His heirs have been anx- 
ious for some years to dispose of it, not caring 
for Rome, and at one moment it was on the 
point of being sold to the widowed Queen 
Margherita, who, however, found that it 
was not quite large enough for her needs.

It is understood that Prince Bulow has pur- 
chased the villa with all its contents, in the 
shape of bric-&-brac, paintings, furniture, 
etc., from the Bobrinski estate for a sum con- 
siderabd.y below its real value, or that which 
Queen Margherita was prepared to pay for it. 
He can well afford to make the acquisition. 
For it may be remembered that two yéars 
ago, just about the time when he was created 
a prince by the emperor, he inherited a large 
fortune, cr 9p to several millions of 
dollars, from one of the relatives of his moth- 
er, who was a daughter of one of the great 
merchant princes of Hamburg.

The Kreutzer Sonata has deen heard 
here in three different forms.

500,000 DIED OF DISEASE 
IN UNITED STATES IN 1908. 


According to Census Bureau Pulmo- 
nary Tuberculosis Claimed Most, 
with Pneumonia Second Rate Less 
than in Preceding Year. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. . out of 
two-fifths of the population of the 5 
States more than half a million lives were 
offered up in 1905 as a sacrifice to disease. 
Startling as this death rate may seem, it 
wag less than that for the preceding year, but 
was in excess of the number of deaths regis- 
tered for any other year. This death rate is 
lower than that of Ireland, Germany, and 
Italy for the same period, but higher tian 
that of England and Wales, Scotland, and ae 
Netherlands. 

The death rate from nephritis and Bright's 
disease, apoplexy, cancer, diabetes, and ap- 
pendicitie is increasing, while that from old 
age, bronchitis, convulsions, peritonitis, and 
scarlet fever are decreasing.

Most Die from Consumption. 

The greatest death rate recorded for any 
one disease in 1905 was that from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, amounting to 56,770, while 
pneumonia follows closely with a death rate 
of 39,068, exclusive of brencho-pneumonia. 
The much dreaded cancer shows a steadily 
growing death rate, the figures being 24,330. 
These facts are brought out in a report is- 
sued today by the census burean giving the 
statistics 22 for 1905, together 
with revised figures for the years 1901 to 
1904, inclusive, for the registration area of 
the United States. The statistics in this re- 
port are restricted to states in which the 
laws requiring the registration of deaths 
have been St hae as giving practically 
complete mortality returns, and to cities in

Recommends That Beare of 9 
Leagues Change Bylaws So as to 
Settle Controversy Over ‘Kansas 
Town—Intimates Failure to Do So | 
May Result tn Further Action by 
“Supreme Court”—Unglaab, Briggs, 
and Broderick Are Reinstated. 


New York, Feb. N. —-ISpeclal. The na- 
tional baseball commission at its meeting 
here today declined to interfere, for the 
“present, in the controversy between the 
Western league and Western association 
over Topeka, but referred the matter to the * 
national board of the minor leagues, with the 
recommendation that its rule regarding 
changes in circuits was a bad one. The ree- 
ommendation contained the implication that, 
if the minors do not see fit to adjust the 
matter, the commission may take action 
later. 

The Topeka club desires to advance from 
the Western association, a class C circuit, to 
the Western league, a class A organization, 
and the league desires‘the city in order to en- 
large its circuit from six to eight clubs. But 
the minor leagues’ organization has an artt- 
cle in its bylaws preventing the drafting of 
a city from a lower to a higher class unless 
the league of h r class in turn has been 
drafted from league of still higher class. 
By this rule the Western association is block- 
ing the proposed Topeka transfer. 


Gentle Hint for Minors. 


The commission, which consists of Chair- 
man Hermann and Presidents Johnson of the 
Amerjean and Pulliam of the National league, 
decided not to pass upon the quastion of its 
jurisdiction in the matter at this meeting, but 
recommended that the minor league body 

“adjust the difficulty at once and thus obviate 
any necessity of further action by the com- 
mission.”

To- 
day there were twelve mills in operation, 
with the promise of more by Thursday, so 
that a good output may be expected for the 
week. For the corresponding week in 1906 
it. was 193,525 bris.. While wheat showed an 
advance of 1 cent for the week, little busi- 
ness was done in the flour trade. One com- 
pany reported the largest sales of flour of 
any one week for the last year, but all the 
others reported a dull week. All shippers 
are still complaining of the scarcity of cars, 
last week being even worse than two previ- 
ous ones.

* English „George Smith of New Torh has 
posted his board of trade membership for 
transfer. Mr. Smith now is devoting himself 
largely to stocks, but tries to keep in touch 
with the grain situation all the time He 
recently has expressed in letters to W. C. 
Budd bullish opinions on wheat, Mr. Smith 
left Chicago about twelve years ago. While 
here he was connected with Field, Lindley 
& Co., a prominent brokerage firm.

Would Hit Only Two Companies. 

The ordinance, if passed, will hit only the 
Western Union and Postal companies, which 
have never paid compensation to the city 
in. any form. The Chicago Telephone com- 
pany will be exempted, as it pays 3 per cent 
compensation on its business. The Common- 
wealth Electric company will be exempt 
for the same reason. The Edison company 
would be exempt because ite wires are under- 
ground: There are some minor telegraph 
and g@gnal companies, but their wires are 
rented from the larger companies.

FINALLY LAND IN DUNNING. 


Dr. Wilhite Tells Woman’s Club Stim- 
ulants Make More Paupers and In- 
sane than Any Other One Cause. 


— — — 


“ Alcohol in Relation to the Inmates of 
Dunning" was the subject of an address de- 
livered yesterday by Dr. Wilhite, superia- 
tendent of the Dunning asylum, before the 
Woman's club of the Armitage avenue set- 
tlement. 

Dr. Wilhite sald alcohol was directly or 
indirectly responsible for more of the pov- 
erty and insanity that is represented i& 
Dunning than any other one agency. 

Of 1,000 insane patients, taking them in the 
order in which they came to the asylum, 600 


of insanity in the cases of 10% per cent of the 
men and 5 per cent of the women. N 

Of 1,000 pauper cases, 800 men and 200 
women, 95 per cent-of the men and 59 of the 
women have an “ alcoholic history,” and 44 
per cent and 22 per cent of the men and 
women, tespectively, of this class drink te, 
excess. 

Of 1,000 tuberculosis patients, 800 men and 
200 women, 94 per cent and 23 per cent, re- 
spectively, have an “ alcoholic history,” 38. 2 
per cent ot the men and 6 per cent of the 
women drink to excess, 56 per cent of the . 
men and 17 per cent of the women drink 
moderately. Dr. Wilhite ald alcohol was not 
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but indirectly its effect was bad.
